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of the optical engine module to generate image 
projected onto a screen. Because each module has 
CPU for controlling itself and is installed 
standard connector, the main board module and 
optical engine module can be debugged separately 
and connected to peripheral devices conveniently. 
Therefore it can reduce the research and 
development time. 
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
